W ashington, May 15 </P) — Tile 
Defense Departm ent has .selected 
locations outside W ashington where 
its most essential functions could be 
carried on in the event of an enemy 
attack on the capital. 

Secre­ 
tary of Defense M arshall said the 
planning is sim ilar to th a t being 
carried out “in many other places 
in the United States "

they are to perform in the event of 
an attack.

It named as co-defendants the 
Lima Phillies of the Class D Ohio-

league;

Philadelphia 
Phillies, with which the Lima team 
has a working agreement, and the 
Cleveland Indians. 
Indians' Games Banned 
The Lima Phillies several days ago 
told the station it could not broad­ 
cast Cleveland Indians' games when 
Luna was playing at home—35 miles 
from 
Findlay. 
The 
ban 
afreets 
broadcast^ of major league games 
in areas where minor league games 


are being played within 50 miles of f 
j the radio station. 
The suit was filed by the Findlay 
Publishing company, 
which 
owns 
Hie radio station and a newspaper, 
the Republican-Courier. 
The station did not broadcast last 
night’s Cleveland Indians-New York 
Yankees game— the first one to be 
I affected by the ban since the Lima 
club objected. Station officials said 
the ban could affect about 20 more 
broadcasts. 


H e a rin g On Monday 
Baseball officials had no immedi­ 
ate comment on the suit. 
The radio rule bans broadcasts of 
major league games for one-half 
hour 
before minor 
league games 
begin until one-half hour after they 
end. It was worked out at a confer­ 
ence of baseball men and the U. S. 
attorney general. 
The minors have complained that 
the 
broadcasts 
of 
major 
league 
games have hurt their attendance. 
Tile Lima club plays most of its 
games at night. 
Federal Judge Frank Kloeb will 
hold a hearing on a preliminary in­ 
junction Monday. The publishing 
company is asking for a permanent 
injunction, after the case has been 
heard on its merits.

stockpiling 
of 
hard 
coal 
was 
prepared 
for 
House introduction today by Rep. 
Flood 
»D.-Pa.h 
Flood, who represent* an anthra­ 
cite area of northeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania, said he will drop the bill in 
the hopper as soon as the House 
convenes. 
The bill would authorize the gov­ 
ernment to purchase 11.000.000 tons 
of anthracite annually 
Aimed at stabilizing the hard coal 
industry and employment, the bill 
would authorize government pur­ 
chase in slack periods 
Stored in 
various anthracite-consuming mar­ 
kets, the fuel would thus be avail­ 
able in times of high demand. 
Law Production 
In 
a 
speech prepared 
for the 
House, Flood said that anthracite 
is "the prinicpal source of energy 
and heat for the most densely pep- 
ulated 
and 
most 
intensely 
in­ 
dustrialized section of our nation." 
It is vitally necessary therefore 
that the anthracite industry be kept 
in a healthy condition, he said, so 
that this source of energy will be 
available In time of war or other 
emergency. 
He said that the Industry' is sick 
is proved by the fact that "last 
year anthracite production dropped 
to a point lower than at any time 
since 1902." he said, 
"Within recent years,’’ he said, "a 
definite trend has been established 
toward a petroleum and natural gas 
economy. Unfortunately, this rep­ 
resents great national dependence 
upon two fuels of limited reserve, 
but more importantly, fuels which 
are of special strategic significance 
to direct military and security de- 
! fense."
